IMPROVED AGRICULTURE, 


We sincerely trust that the next leg. 
islature will make it a special duty to do 
more for the agriculture of Georgia, and 
that the leading men of that body will 
exert themselves in its cause. If among 
them there are any Heriods, may they 
sing the praise of the plow; any Xeno- 
phons, may they expatiate on the im- 
portance of agriculture, or any Virgils, 
exucble the subject in refined beauties 
of composition. May they do their part 
to correct the errors of a former mode 
of planting and working, and to assist 
in expicding vulgar superstitions and 
signs. Georgia now wants a solid and 
national system of agriculture, founded 
upon Ciear and intelligible principles. 
The agricultural bureau, the geological 
bureau, should each have their useful- 
ness enlarged aud increzsed. The im- 
provement in farming in Georgia has 
been accelerated by them, and there 
is to-day a greater injury made into the 
Causcs of the fertility and barrenfess of 
land,the food and natriments of vegeta- 
bles, the nature of soils, the best modes 
of meliorating them with various ma- 
nures, and more than this, the intro- 
duction of seeds from abroad. Our 
farmers now are for leaving nothing to 
the precariousness of chance. Arcient 
customs and ‘‘daddy’s way,” has given 
place to the dictates of good sense and 
more correct views of utility. The far- 
mer desires to profit by the greater 
knowiedge of others, and asks the as- 
sistance of the philosopher, the natu- 
ralist and the chemist, that he may look 
after his farm with mofe ability, man- 
agement and skill- 

COLIC IN HOBSES., 
A correspondent in Gainesville asks 
for some remedies for colic in horses. 
We presume that he knows when 
his horse Las the colic. We wili only 
say to him that pretty much every 
horseman has his remedy; a few of 
them we will give: 
Remedy— Dreuch with a balf pint of 
ealt, and half pint common flour, put 
in a quart of water and shake well. 
Another—Qne pint linseed oil aad 
one tablespoonful of turpentine; mix 
the two and drench. 
Another—Dissolve a_ tablespoonful 
of soda in warm water and drench. 
Another—One ounce of laudanum 
and a tablespoonful of soda; put the 
two in warm water and drench. 
Another— Drench with one quart of 
whisky and an ounce of laudanum. 
Another-—One half pint of strong 
hickory ashes, mixed witha quart of 
strong apple vinegar. Be cautious and 
put the vinegar in the bottle first, and 
drop the ashes in slowly, and do not 
move the bottle until ready to drench, 
or it will all boil out. 
TURNIPS. 


It isa great mistake with Georgia 
ylanters that they do no w and 
food a larger amount of roots for their 
horses, cows and hogs than they do. 
Our animals would ali look sleeker and 
healthie: if they had greater quanti- 
ties of carrots, mangel wurizeis, tur- 
nips, etc., to eat. It would be very 
profitable to feed then: with grain food, 
for they tene the system and keep the 
animals sound and healthy. 
In a few weeks now the time will 
arrive tosow turnips. Vo not saya 
word about the moon—the light of the 
moon or the dark of the moon. Its 
first or its last quarter has but little to 
do with succcssful turnip-raising in 
Georgia, for the responsibility rests 
with soil, its preparation, the seed, the 
farmer, and the season. 
Acow pen is best for turnips. If 
you have none, select light, new soil ; 
break up the ground thoroughly, and 
sow broadcast or in drille; the last plan 
preferable. 
If you have no new soil, manure 
with bone dust, superphosphate, plas- 
ter, salt or ashes (a mixture of them is 
‘est); sow this broadcast, then make 
your drills. After the young plants are 
above ground, this mixture, or ashes, 
is very good to sprinkle on them, if 
iusects are troublesome. Another safe 
way to guard against insects: Before 
you sow your turnips, say five days 
before, toa pint of the seed add one 
ounce of brimstone finely powdered ; 
ut both into a bottle large enough to 
old, and shake for the five days, keep- 
ing the bottle corked. 

It will pay you to raise turnips, and 
could your cattle and other stock ex- 
press themrelves, they would return 
thanks. 

Afterraising turnips there is really 
but little troub!e to keep them for win- 
ter use. Perhaps there is nu such 
.bing a8 @ barn cellar in Georgia. We 
never saw one here. Well, select a 
high spot of protected ground; on it 
put a light sprinkling of straw; on this 
place your turnips, removing the hy 
or jeaves. If you have fifty bushels, 
putthem on. At the top make & yep- 
tilator, or chimney, of straw, lettiug it 
extend in among the turnips, and way 
above them. Smoothe off your pile, 
spread a light covering of straw on 
them, and then carefully put on some 
eight inches‘of soil. me put four 
poste, and make a roof over them of 
clap boards. Beets, parsnips and 
wurtzels can also be kept the .am2 
way.

A gentleman from Indiana writes,ask- 
iny ue if fruits can be successfully grown 
in Georgia. 

If be would visit our city during the 
summer and see the size, quality and 
abundance of cherries, plums, apples, 
peaches, pears, grapes, apricots, necta- 
rines, figs, watermelons, &c., he would 
conclude that Georgia was @ success as 
a fruit growing state. 

We also say to him, that a season or 
two ago, one of our fruit men exhibited 
at the sta’e horticultural society nearly 
two hundred varieties of f:uit of his 
own growing. He had fifty-six varieties 
of peaches, all ripe and delicious ; some 
of them measuring 124 inches in cir- 
cumference. He also nad upwards of 
fifty varieties of grapes; some of them 
weighing one pound to the bunch, and 
forty varieties of pears in eating condi-~ 
tion. 

Our fruit growers are deeply interes- 
ted in their business, and every season 
are increasing the variety and quality 
of the fruit grown in the state.

If your sub-soil is 

clay, underdrain it, and work the space 

where the tree 1s to be planted, twenty 

inches deep. It is a good plan to keep

Just now the consump- 
tion of raw wool per capita annually in 
North America is 418 pounds, Fifty~ 
four billion of pounds of wool are an~ 
nually consumed. In the United States 
both for wool and mutton there are but 
three sheep to every four in- 
habitants—three quarters of a sheep 
per head. Should not Georgia 
assist to increase this amount? 

Some of our farmers seem to imagine 
that sheep require but little care, or 
artificial food or shelter. This is all 
nonsense. To raise, breed or grow 
anything successfully requires watch- 
ing after, proper food and judicious 
shelter. If you engage in the business 
and would make it profitable, handie 
your sheep carefully, do not consign 
them to a short supply cf food, or pro- 
vide imperfect sheit.r in winter. Let 
our treatment of them be liberal. 
“Asa man sows, 80 shall he reap,” 
apr ilies to fields, gardens, orchards and 
vineyards; yer, and to sheep culture 
too. Sheep will hve under almost an 
kind of treatment, and will pay, but 
your object is good psy, you must give 
them a liberal and jadicious treat- 
ment.

Improvements Being Made There. 


The first installment of the new iroa 
benches for the city hail park were delivered Sat- 
urday last, and are now distri*uted in cool, shady 
spote in our beautiful park. These benches were 
procured by Councilman Werner, chairman of 
the committee on public buildings and grounds. 
At p:esent there are only twelve benches in our 
park, The entire humber ordered by Councilman 
Werner ig sixty. The remaining number will be 
delivered by the maker to the city at various pe- 
r.ods during the coming two weeks The benches 
will seat 
THREE PERSONS COMFORTABLY. 
They are made entirely of cast iron, and are 
painied red. This color is in beautifal contrast 
with the green sward upon which they have 
been placed. They are of the rustic pattern 
and weigh 160 pounds each. The seats were 
purchased at a cost of #4 25 each, and were 
made at a foundry in this city. There were 
quite a number of Lids sent to Councilman 
Werner in answer to his advertisement in THE 
ATLANTA CONSTITUTION asking for bids to fur- 
nish sixty iron benches. The lowest of them 
all, we are glad to note, was an Atlanta man. 
This goes to show that good, durable work can 
be doue in Atianta cheaper than any other city. 
In this outlay of money the city only pays ,half 
of the expense. The remaining amount comes 
out of the treasury of the county of Fulton. 
Mr. Roberts, the efficient keeper of the grounds, 
has displayed much taste in the placing of the 
benches in such spots as will be well shaded by 
§ ‘¢ numerous fine trees in our park. He intends

THE GAEDEN OF EDEN. 

Foot-boards will be plac don the grounds in 
front of each bench to protect the grass from 
being rooted up by mischievous persons who 
delight in making a pile drill and grubbing hoe 
combined of their feet. 

In the course of the summer months other 
improvements will be made in our park. A 
plan is on foot to erect a band stand, and esti- 
mates are now being taken todo the work. The 
stand will be almost eutirely of iron, and will 
.eelevated about four feet from the ground. 
It wil) rest on brick or rock pillars. The struc- 
ture when completed will havea neat and at- 
tractive appearance. It will cost about two 
hundred dollars. We understand that one of 
our city bands have proposed to give free open 
air concerts in our park about three nights in 
the week, provided the city wili put up a plat- 
form for them to play from.

The band stand will be erected about the middle 
of the park grounds on a beautiful plat of 
ground laid out especially for that purpose 
when the walks were made. The piat is round 
and is covered witharich green coating of 
clover and blue grass, On another plat of a 
similarshape on‘the Washington street side of the 
enclosure, Counciiman Werner thinks of erect- 
ing a handsome fountain. The fouutain he is 
determined to have. If the city will not pay for 
it he thinks that a subscription could be raised 
of sufficient size to procure avery handsome 
fountain. At any rate, he is going to give the 
matteratrial. If he makes a failure in getting 
the money in one way, be will try another.

Bure 
glarism and murder having become so preva- 
lent, together with the unusual manner of the 
party outside, caused Mr. T.’s hesitation about 
presenting him Aftera minute or so, how- 
ever, he opened the door. and upon seeing a 
stréam of blood flowing from Mr, B.’s neck he 
soon took in the situation. He obtained help 
and a physician as soon as possible, and has 
cared tor Mr. B, the very best he could up to 
this time. 

It is not definitely known what prompted Mr. 
Burns to attempt self-destruction, and he has 
given several different reasons for doing so, to- 
wit: The parents of Miss Thurman disliked 
him and his wooing of their daughter. An- 
other reason is that scandalous reports had been 
circulated iu the community about him, An 
other also, and which re gave the writer, wa, 
that he had a good home and friend with Mr.
